In an obvious attempt to use 
intimidation in limiting the ex- | 
ercise of the right of free speech 
by millions of citizens ,in oppos- 
ing or supporting prafsed legi- 
slation, you have demanded an | 
entirely unreasonably volume of 
information to be furnished to 
you within a ten-day period. This 
telegram is to express deepest 
resentment and indignation at 
this brazen attempt at thought- 
control and freedom of expression 
on behalf of the citizens of whom 
you are the servant and not the 
master. The savings of millions 
of citizens are invested in insti- 
tutions whose properties are de- | 
voted to furnishing products and 
services vitally important in the 
daily lives of the people, from one 
end of the country to the other. 
The gravest and most serious 
threat to these vital service insti- 
tutions today arises from actions 
and proposed actions by govern- 
ment. The dangerous and destruc- 
tive instruments of governmental 
power represented by abuse of 
money and public credit, taxation 
and othér controls which affect 
all the economic activities of all 
the citizens, can only be curbed 
through the power of public oper- 
ating through democratic proces- 
ses. Those who seek to extend 
powers of government, try to close 
the mouths of citizens who dare 
to oppose or to inform public gpin- 
ion on the dangers involved, and 
one of the most effective is to 
intimidate, through harassing’ in- 
vestigations and smearing innuen- 
dos, the efforts of citizens to de- 
fend themselves. Your inquisitorial 
and extremely burdensome demand 
for information which you have 
no moral right to demand is a 
most alarming example of the 
use of this means of intimida- 
tion. 

We cannot now say definitely 
whether it is humanly possible to 
furnish, within the time limit, the 
extremely detailed information as 
to all printed material, advertis- 
ing, public statements, talks and 
conversations, business trips, ex- 
penditures or expenses which 
might have had some direct or 
indirect effect upon the world- 
wide field covered by the Federal 
legislation of today. But we can 
at once give you our reaction to 
the enormity of the tyranny im- 
plied in your demand, and this 
wire is sent for that purpose. We 
are sending copies to others in- 
terested, including our 90,000 
stockholders, for the purpose of 
informing them of how public ser- 
vants are now hecoming masters, 
and in the hope that the indigna- 
tion which we feel, and have at- 
tempted inadequately herein to 
express, will be aroused in others 
who will likewise feel disposed 
to let you hear from them. 


Finally, it is suggested that 
those responsible for this bold at- 
tempt to suppress freedom of 
speech and of the press should re- 
view their early American his- 
tory and learn ‘therefrom what 
caused the revolt in which this 
Nation was born.

“Children or adults. finding a 
blasting cap are warned to leave 
it alone and report it immediately 
to the sheriff’s office or police de- 
partment,’ said County Sheriff 
James W. Stocker, adding: 

“Blasting caps are small round 
copper or aluminum cylinders or 
tubes about one-quarter of an 
inch in diameter and an inch or 
two in length. Some may or may 
not have a. fuse attached, while 
others may have plain or colored

jend, The tube or cylinder is load- 
|ed with a powerful, sensitive ex- 
plosive used to explode dynamite.

“T don’t mind the housework so 
much, but golly hgw I hate to do 
the dishes!’’ 

Now there’s a homemaker’s fa- 
miliar complaint. And the mant- 
facturers of. kitchen equipment say 
that nine times out of ten. it’s a 
legitimate complaint.

that the average homemaker washes 





*|more than six tons of dishes every 


year) have come up with an idea in 
dishwashing. The 
ideal equipment for this easier way 
to do dishes is a modern double 
bowl cabinet sink, with a rinse spray 
and a supply of really hot water. 

First, scrape the dishes ‘here's 
where an electric garbage disposer 
comes in handy) and stack them 
next to the right hand bowl. Fill 
the right bowl with hot sudsy water. 
Place a rubber covered dishdrainer 
on the left hand bowl. Glassware 
should be washed first, followed by 
silverware, plates and cups. 

Use Rinse Spray 
As the dishes are washed, trans- 


fer them to the draining basket | 
which will hold all the dishes used | 
by an average sized family at a | 


meal. Use the rinse spray to thor- 
oughly douse the dishes with steam- 
ing hot water, washing away the 
suds and residue, You can leave 
the dishes to drain and air dry or 
they can easily be polished with a 
towel. 
the bowl. Presto! the job is done. 
At “company time’’ when there 
are more dishes than usual, it is 
suggested that glasses and silver- 
|ware be washed, rinsed, and im- 
mediately dried. In the meantime 
plates are placed in the washing 
bowl to be soaked. Then get on 
with the job and it’s done quicker 
and easier than you can imagine.

During. the war . years. when 
more work was to be had than 
people to do, it, ealls came to the 
school for student help and stu- 
dent and faculty responded, eag- 
er to do their: best. 

Years of prosperity and increas- 
ed production due to the war 
brought more and more students 
to Beulah College until even the 
new location began to be over- 
crowded. After 1945 the situation 
was acute. Clearly, something 
had to be done. That which was 
done has happend almost unbe- 
lievably within the last three 
years. Army surplus buildings 
were brought onto the campus, 
cejuvenated, adding many times 
over to the space and, convenience 
of the Beulah (now Upland) Col- 
lege plant—but that is material 
for another feature story. 

Over the years which have 
passed, Beulah College has sent 
forth graduates into all walks 
of life. They have become doc- 
tors, teachers, ministers, mission- 
aries, business men and women, 
agriculturalists, homema k- 
ers, nurses and workers in the 
manual arts.
